Theme Set For 
World Congress 


WASHINGTON (BP)—“. . . 
And the truth shall make you 
free. . .’’ is the theme selected 
for the 11th Baptist World Al- 
liance Congress meeting at Mi- 
ami Beach in 1965. 

The Baptist World Alliance 
Administrative Committee, in 
semi-annual session here, 
chose the theme, taken from 
John 8:32. Theodore F. Adams, 
Richmond, Va., former presi- 
dent of the alliance, is program 
chairman for the congress. 

It was announced that both 
the Orange Bowl] Athletic Stad- 
ium, seating 72,000, and the 
Miami Beach Convention Hall, 
seating 15,000, will be available 
for use during the congress. 

The Miami Beach gathering, 
June 25-30, 1965, will be the 
fifth Baptist World Congress to 
meet in North America, the 
fourth in the United States. 
Five congresses have been 
held in Europe and one in 
South America.

Report From Vatican 


By W. Barry Garrett 

ROME (BP) — Two major 
moves to improve relations be- 
tween Roman Catholics and 
non-Catholics have been made 
thus far in the second session 
of Vatican Council II now 
meeting here. 

They are: (1) Pope Paul VI's 
appeal ‘for forgiveness for 
Catholic fault in injuries that 
may have been inflicted on 
Protestants thus causing the 
“Separation’’ on Christians, 
}and (2) Public release of the 
summary of a document that 
lifts the blame for the cruci- 
fixion of Christ from the 
shoulders of the Jews as a 
race. 

Other steps to improve Chris- 
| tian unity have also been taken 
| by the Council, but these two 
have special import. 









In his opening address to the 
Council on. September 29, Pope 
Paul expressed deep grief over 
the divisions existing among 
Christian communions. Refer- 
ring specifically to the division 
in the 16th century that re- 
sulted in the Protestant move- 
ment, as well as to earlier 
separations within Catholicism, 
the Pope said: 

“If we are to blame in any 
way for that separation, we 
humbly beg God’s forgiveness 
and ask pardon too of our 
brethren who feel themselves 
to have been injured by us. 
For our pait, we willingly for- 
give the injuries which the 
Catholic church has suffered, 
and forget the grief endured 
during the long history of 
heresy and schism.” 

It is reported that this con- 
fession and overture for fore- 
giveness by a Pope is e- 
dented in Roman Cath6lic his- 


| tory. 


Obviously referring to some 
Orthodox groups the Baptists 
and a few others who would 
not accept an invitation to send 
observers to the Council the 
Pope expressed the hope that 
“Our voice’’ may also reach 
them. He then made three 
points about the Catholic view 
on unity in order that the ob- 
servers present ‘‘May com- 
municate them with their re- 
spective Christian communi- 
ties.’’ 

Points To Motives 
First, Pope Paul spoke of 
Catholic motives for unity with 
other Christians. He said, ‘Our 
manner of speaking toward 
them is friendly, completely

The fiery old apostle Peter, 
who could be testy at times, 
once said of his highly intel- 
lectual friend, the apostle Paul, 
that he wrote ‘some things 
hard to be understood.”’ (II 
Peter 3:16) He was, of course, 


‘talking about all of Paul’s let- | 
ters. But surely he must have 


thought this description espec- 
ially fitted the letter to the 
Ephesians, because in the six 
short chapters there are many 
lofty and intricate ideas which 
have become the tough lacings 
that hold together the vast 
framework of Christian 
thought. As Peter said, maybe 
these ideas are hard to follow, 
but follow them, we must. To 
understand this book is to un- 
derstand Christianity; not to 
understand it is to be forever 
_impoverished in mind and spir- 
it, for Ephesians, short as. it 
is, is one of the basic books 
of all literature, and no man 
who has ignored its teachings 
can call himself educated. 


.The ideas of this book de- 
stroy men, at least this is the 
impression Peter leaves for he 
said that here are ideas ‘“‘whi 
they that are unlearned and un- 
stable Wrest, unto their own 
destruction."” What he meant 
was that men destroy them- 
selves as they try to refute or 
escape these ideas. To ap- 
proach Ephesians ° lightly, 
study it cursorily, to read it 
without thinking, to dismiss it 
because you don’t understand 
it—this is moral and spiritual 
self - destruction. But to ap- 
proach Ephesians prayerfully, 
to let the mind dwell on it, to 
weigh its message, to realize 
that God is speaking profound 
truth in a meaningful way, to 
see in it the whole truth of 
heaven, to come away from it 
with a sense of having grown, 
to be always called back to it— 
this is to find the way of life. 


Should Be Studied 

Ephesians, like the moon, 
should be studied because it is 
there and no thoughtful man 
can escape it. It is a tool of 
logic to combat communism, 
materialism and indifference. 
It is the Word of God, not more 
than James or Hebrews, but 
_pre-eminently the Word of God 
for Southern Baptists as we 
move into 1964.

four chapters 
are ‘stern and 
Severe. Paul 
used rebuke, 
irony, denunc- 
iation, and 
threat. A 
small minority 
in the church 

: in Corinth con- 
tinued to oppose Paul bitterly. 
They denied his apostolic au- 
thority, ridiculed his personal 
appearance and gifts of speech, 
and charged him with insincer- 
ity and greed. In the light of 
the situation in Corinth, Paul’s 
severity would seem justified. 
The necessity to defend his 
apostleship led Paul to refer 
to his remarkable visions and 
fearful suffering from persecu- 
tion. The attitude of his oppon- 
ents virtually compelled him to 
boast. Fortunately, Paul's per- 
sonal references teach inspiring 
truth. 


It is human to want com- 
mendation. Christians are no 
exception in this respect. False 
commendation is hurtful. Hon- 
est and intelligent commenda- 
tion by other persons is helpful, 
But the comm tion that 
really matters is from the 
Lord.

The fear of God should not be a painful emotin produced by 
a feeling of impending danger. It is wholesome respect. Fear 
of God will not drive you into: hiding. It will make you want 
to live in such a fashion that you have nothing to hide. Your 
fear of God will not make you less a man. Youwill be a better 
man and a wiser one because of it. 

Yes, there are some legitimate fears. To be without them 
is more dangerous than to possess some unwholesome fears:
